Joseph Brown, a negro timekeeper at 
the* American Steel Foundries of Gran- 
ite City, Ill., was robbed by two armed 
men within sight of the timekeeper’s 
hut at the plant. shortly before noon 
Saturday. 
Brown says the men took $2200 
him. 
One of the highwaymen was a white 
man who wore a light corduroy suit 
and a black stiff hat. The other was a 
negro, who wore a black soft hat and a 
light overcoat. 
The Alton and Edwardsville authori- 
ties have been requested by the Granite 
City police to make an effort to appre- 
hend the men. 
It was at first reported that two men 
had attacked and robbed a paymaster 
of the American Steel Foundries, get- 
ting $2200 belonging to employes. 
The fact that Brown, besides being 
regularly employed as a_ timekeeper, 
makes-a practice of discounting the pay 
c.ecks of other employes gave rise to 
the rumor. 

Cashed Checks for $600. 
The cashier of the First National 
Bank of Granite City said he cashed 
employes’ checks aggregating $600 for 
Brown, which had been assigned to 
him, shortly before the holdup. He ad- 
vanced the belief that the difference be- 
tween this amount and the $2200 Brown 
Says was stolen from 4im was what 
Brown had before he called at the bank. 
Brown's statement to the Granite City 
police was that as he was rounding a 
corner of the Terminal Dépot at Granite 
City two. men barred his way. One of 
them, he is not sure whether it was the 
white man or negro, thrust a revolver 
under his nose, ordering him to remain 
quiet and give up his ‘‘roll’’ if he val- 
ued his life. Te says the other man, 
resting his hand on the butt of a re- 
volver which protruded partly from his 
pocket. 
After getting his money, the pair ran 
north along the railroad tracks and dis- 
appeared behind some freight cars. 
Sheriff David Jones and a posse at 
Edwardsville started in pursuit of the 
men at 2 o'clock.

Mr. Carlisle is not a legal officer, 
and, if acting as such, hé 1s doing so 
without warrant of law and is mere- 
ly a de facto officer. 

Under. the law, Mr. Carlisle's ap- 
pointive term expired upon the as- 
sembling of the Legislature, and he 
is not entitled to hold the office until 
his successor is appointed and quali- 
fied. 

It is probable Gov. Hadley will an- 
nounce the appointment of a Republican 
to succeed Carlisle on the Election 
Board.

The defense had shown by one witness 
that Carmack was in “an ugly mood.” 

This is important, as the Coopers have 
sworn that because they heard of this 
‘ugly mood’ they armed themselves in 
anticipation of trouble. Two of the wit- 
nesses for the defense are prepared to 
swear that Carmack was not angry and 
that he made light of the threatening 
message he had received from Cel. 
Cooper, but because his words were not 
repeated to the defendants before the 
tragedy the evidence is barred. 

Robert B. Dillard, a lumberman from 
Lebanon, Tenn., who was in Nashville 
the day of the killing, was next called. 
He said he was near Seventh avenue 
and Church street when he heard the 
shets.

DR. J, G, PARRISH DENIES THAT

Dr. J. G. Parrish of 4704 McPherson 
avenue deriies that his son, Dr. J. G. 
Parrish Jr., who was formerly a special- 
ist with offices in the Frisco Building, 
but who is now in Oregon, lost any 
money to the “‘Millionaires’ Club,”” mem- 
bers of which are now under arrest in 
Little Rock, Ark., on cnarges of swind- 
ling nearly 100 persons of sums aggre- 
gating more than $600,000.

Paul, representing the Upper Mississip- 
pi, and 53 for New Orleans, representing 
the Lower Mississippi. 

‘“‘This means that in cloudless weather, 
fit for open-air life during all seasons 
of the year, it is first among the great 
cities of the country, conditions which 
méan as much in advantages for busi- 
ness as they do for health and enjoy- 
ment of life.’’ 

The low death rate, the cheap manu- 
facturing facilities, the opportunities for 
commercial growth, such as cheap fac- 
tory sites and abundant fuel; the low 
freight rates and the possibilities of the 
Mississipp! River, the financial strength 
eof the city and the great distributing 
territory lying at its doors are other 
features pointed out by the authors to 
possible investors.

Move forward, please, ye straphangers 
and hear the words of Capt. McCulloch, 
president of the United Railways Co., 
who agrees with his former chief, John

cars in St. Louis than in Milwaukee. 
Mr. Beggs made the statement at the 
three-cent fare hearing in Milwaukee 
Friday as tne basis for his argument 
that it would not be profitable to re- 
duce street car fares there. 
“St. Louis people are thinner and 
more packable than Milwaukee people,’’ 
he said, according to press dispatches 
Saturday. 

Heavy Clothing the Answer, 
He did not explain what made the 
difference. That remained for Capt. 
McCulloch. 
“Yes,’’ said the Captain, Saturday, “I 
have noticed that it is possible to get 
more passengers in the cars here than 
in many other cities. In comparison 
with Milwaukee I think one reason for 
this is that the people here wear much 
lighter evercoats and wraps in the win- 
ter time. The climate is more severe in 
Milwaukee and the people bundle up 
more there. They. wear furs and feal- 
skins which take up a lot of room and 
make it impossible to get them close 
together in the cars. 

“Here the clothing is much lighter 
and consequently the cars, though of 
the same size, have greater actual pas- 
senger capacity. 

‘Tt is a well-known fact that it is pos- 
sible to put more passengers in a car 
here in the summer time when no wraps 
#re worn. 

“Now, understand I am not entering 
upon a discussion of this question. But 
there is another reason, too. It is a 
fact that the further South you go the 
smaller the people are. Down in New 
Orleans, where the people are thin and 
wiry, of almost pure French stock, a 
great many more of -them can be put 
in a car. 

“In Milwaukee the population is al- 
most entirely of German extraction, and 
the Germans are a race of large men 
and women, who take up a good deal of 
room in a street car.

Dwight F. Davis, who has been look- 
ing after the suggestions for the School 
Board for the Republicans, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the Republicans 
did not intend to put the name of any 
politician on their ticket.

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OFFICIAL MEDDLING. 
Mulvihillism is conspicuously exemplified in 
the sweeping order closing saloons for 24 hours 
on Friday and Saturday, the two primary elec- 
tion days of this week, and making, with Sunday, 
a continuous “dry” period of 77 hours. Saloons 
are required by law to be closed on election days, 
which hitherto hag been interpreted to mean the 
hours between -the opening and closing of the 
polls. The reasonableness of this interpretation 
is indicated by a law which fixes the hours dur- 
ing which clubs and groceries are forbidden to 
dispense liquors from 5 a. m. to 7 a. m.—the only 
hours mentioned in the statutes. There is less 
reason for the 24-hour rule in primary than in 
general elections, because the primaries polls 
are open only in the afternoon. But Attorney- 
General Major has given the Excise Commissioner 
the opportunity to try a three-days’ experiment 
in prohibition. 

The hours which apply to clubs should be ap- 
plied to the saloons, restaurant and hotel bars. 
That covers the manifest purpose of the law, 
which should be enforced reasonably, fairly and 
with as little disturbance of the usual innocent 
customs and modes of life of the people as pos- 
sible. But this would be contrary to the recent 
policy of so applying the saloon regulations that 
the greatest possible interference with the 
habits and personal conduct of the people; 
the greatest possible loss and annoyance to li- 
censed saloon keepers and the greatest possible 
useless police activity for the general disturbance 
of the public may result. 

The Post-Dispatch holds no brief for the saloons, 
but we believe in tolerance and fair deal- 
ing. We do not believe in irritating and unneces- 
sary interference with personal conduct or business. 
So long as the State licenses saloons they should 
be regulated as the law, reasonably interpreted, 
provides, but let alone beyond that. They 
should not be harassed and hampered by extra- 
legal, strained and afbitrary restrictions. Nor 
should the people who are accustomed to drinking 
beer and wine and who obtain these beverages 
from saloons be unnecessarily debarred from 
their daily refreshment. These plain people are 
as much entitled,to the privilege of the saloon as 
wealthier persons to the luxuries of the club or 
home buffet. Under our license system the poor 
man has as much right to the undisturbed enjoy- 
ment of his glass of beer as the rich man to 
that of his club highball. 

The prohibitionists, although misguided, are at 
least consistent, but the official meddler who 
uses his brief authority to enforce petty 
tyrannies is a fantastic nuisance. Deliver us 
from his kind. 
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The foul, unsanitary conditions and cruel pun- 
ishments in the State Penitentiary, disclosed by 
the report of the special:committee of physiciaus, 
call for prompt reform measures. The Legisla- 
ture should take away the reproach of inhuman- 
ity from the State. 
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WOMEN AND INDUSTRY. 

Everybody’s Magazine is publishing a series of 
articles on “The Woman’s Invasion of Industry.” 
In the March number the problem of “humanizivg 
industry” is considered. 

According to the writer, Mr. William Hard, we 
have a choice between two things: 

First—Debar women from industry. 

Second—Make industry fit for women. 

“At present,” he says, “we do neither.” 

If the evidence brought out is of general appli- 
cation, it is going to be a difficult task to “hu- 
manize industry.’”’ Mr. Hard thinks the physical 
environment of the woman worker will become 
steadily better. Her nervous environment is likely 
to hecome steadily worse. 

Ever since Lord Shaftsbury began th» agitation 
to remedy inhuman conditions in the factories and 
mines in England there\has been a never ceasing 
game between the cunning of greed and the in- 
genuity of humane lawmakers. On the whole 
there has been great improvement in the physical 
environment here and in England, although the 
war must be fought over again whenever a new 
industry appears, or the modes of carrying on an 
old one are radically altered. But on this physical 
side humanity is slowly winning. Sanitary science 
is the weapon of humanity. 

The doctors quoted agree in the opinion, based 
upon the actual facts of their practice, that a five- 
hour day is too long in the telephone business, 
school teaching, tobacco work at home or in shops, 
book binding, etc. Women cannot bear the nerve 
strain. 

Hitherto the courts generally have annulled leg- 
islation designed to limit the length of the work- 
ing day for women, because it deprives the person 
of the right to sell her labor power when and 
where she pleases; but of late there are signs that 
the courts are humanizing their law and recog- 
nizing the rights of society in the bargain struck 
between the employer who wants cheap labor and 
the emplove who wants a square meal. 

“It is the doctors who must prove the case,” says 
Mr. Hard, “and if.doctors as a class applied them- 
selves as zealously to the preservation of social 
health ag they do to the restoration of personal 
health, they could, by knowledge and passion, in 
ten years force a shortened work day for work- 
ingwomen all over the world.” The distinction 
is suggestive. Will the doctors think about it? 
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Senator Tillman’s reformation has been mar- 
velous. He, who pitchforked the metaphor of the 
barnyard into political debate, now objects to one 
of Roosevelt’s messages on the ground that it is 
obscene.

Y failure to control a good healthy 
M appetite came near losing me all 
the honors that I haa worked so 
may years to gain. It was during my 
third fight with Britt, and in that con- 
nection I think I am due the public an 
explanation. 
had been chasing Gans all over the 
country for a return match, but his con- 
ditions were such that I could not ac- 
cept them. As a matt.- of fact, I do 
not think he wanted to fight ax all. 

After traveling all over the country I 
found it impossible to.get him in the 
ring again and I finally consented to 
meet my old rival, Ji.imy Britt, in a 
twenty-round go at Colma. We were to 
fight at 133 pounds and weigh in at 6 
o'clock p. m. on the day of the fight. 

Mind you, I am not trying to take 
anything away from Britt for the great 
fight That he put up, but the real cause 
of my bad showing lay in a big, juicy 
steak that I got outside of before going 
into the ring. 

Directly after weighing in at the Cen- 
tral billiard hall, on Ellis and O'Farrell 
street, I and my party retired to 
Thompson’s cafe, next door, where I 
ha ‘ordered “a fighter’s after-weigh-in 
meal,’’ consisting of tenderloin steak, 
baked potatoes, toast and tea, to be 
ready at 6:15 p. m. and of ‘he table. I 
was there promptly, a¢companied by 
Jack Grace, Red Cornétt, Eddie Mad- 
sen, Martin F. Welegh and H. A. French, 
news editor of the ’Frisco Call. I began 
to eat before the waiter had come round 
to take the orders of the rest of the 
party. They all ordered steaks, the 
same as I had, and the waiter, miscalcu- 
4ating the persons present, brought in an 

xtra one. About the time he served 
ithe rest of the party I had finished my 
meal and he set the extra steak directly | 
in front of me. I felt good, and the 
steak, I must say, was excellent. I 
thought !t a shame to see it go to waste, 
and thereupon I ate over half of it. We 
left the cafe about a quarter of 8 and 
I was hurried,into the ring at 9:20. 

Puach Puts Him in Distress, 

As usual, I started right after Britt, 
and before we had been boxing 30 sec- 
onds I received a hard left hoag plumb 
This punch 
was followed with one or two in every 
round thereafter for half of the fight. I 
was terribly hurt, but no one seemed 
to realize my condition but myself. In 
fact, I hardly showed any effects of be- 
ing distressed until after we passed the 
tenth round, as was evident by the bet- 
ting. As late as the seventh round they 
were betting even money I would win 
inside of 10 rounds. I never stopped 
forcing the fight, and tried to be as vi- 
cious amI knew how, knowing by Britt's 
actions that he was afraid té6 mix mat- 
ters. So I builed and bluffed him 
through to the -finish. 

Jimmy Britt lost the chance of a life- 
time by not taking advantage of my 
condition, as if ever there Was 4 man 
in the world whom FI had fought that 


had a show whatever of putting me 


down for the count it was this same 
Jimmy. Britt. After the thirteenth 
round. I only held up and fought 





Only once during the entire fight did 
| call pick up enough courage to mix it. 
This was’ in the last w seconds of the 
twentieth round, when he tore after 
me in “do or die’’ style, and I am glad 
that he didn’t pick up ceurage any 
sooner. As soon as the last gong rang 
for the ending of the twentieth round 
Referee Jack Walsh immediately de- 
clared Britt the victor. I retired to my 
corner and before I got to the chair I 
was vomiting violently. 

I went to my dressing room, where I 
hurried to dress. 

I drove to Burns’ baths in our auto- 
mobile, where I retired for the night a 
very sick but much wiser young man. 
The meal cost in achual value $12.35, but 
I have dubbed it since ‘the $50,000 
steak.’’ In reality it cost a great deal 
more than this amount, for the reason 
that most of the sporting public thought 
that I was a back number as a fighter. 
I knew the cause of losing this fight; 
knew in Thy heart that I shouldn’t have 
lost, therefore would not give in, but 
was willing to start from the bottem 
and fight up to the championship. 

Begins Climbing Again. 

This I did, as is well known, when I 
started by knocking Jack Clifford out 
and fighting up to the world’s cham- 
pionship, where I knocked out the old 
master, Gans, without the question of 
a doubt, on two occasions, thereby 
winning the crown, which I am the pos- 
sessor of to this day. Determined to 
regain my laurels, I decided to start 
over again and work my way up, but 
the climb this time was not so long. In 
one way my bad showing with Britt 
was a blessing in disguise, for it caused 
Gans to think I was all in, and he 
finally consented to a match. 

To make another start I -went to Og- 
den, Utah, and agreed to a fight with 
Jack Clifford on Jan. 13. I succeeded in 
knocking him out in the fifth round. 
This convinced me as well as my friends 
that I still had a punch. The Associated 
Press account of the fight said, ‘‘Nelson 
showed faster and to better advantage 
than in any of his recent battles.’’ 

After knocking out Jack Clifford I 
went to Los Angeles, where I was billed 
to meet one Rudolph (Boer?) Unholz.

We met on Feb. 4 before Tom McCarey’s 
club in a 10-round bout, which in my 
opinion resembled a 100-yard sprint’more 
than a regular boxing bout.

Cop- 
per metal] prices were further reduced 
during the week, and, in fact, no little 
unsettlement prevails in all the metal 
industries. It is understood, however, 
that, at the present quotations for cop- 
per metal at any rate, there has been 
some slight improvement in the Euro- 
pean demand, and naturally a great 
many of the smaller companies will be 
forced to suspend production with the 
metal quoted at the prevajling figures. 

“Tt would appear to be the case that 
the depression in the various lines of 
these genera! industries might be quick- 
y corrected with an equally quick set- 
tlement of the tariff revision. The be- 
ginning of the legislative work on this 
undertaking is now closely at hand and 
there would appear to be no valid reas- 
ens why there should be any great de- 
lay in the matter. 

“Congress meets for this purpose

‘eady completed, it would seem to be 
ease tbat little more remains ex- 
cept in the wey of speech-making and 
other endeavors of a more or less politi- 
eal character. Much enterprise of this 
description must undoubtedly be reck- 
cned upon—the business of the jcountry 
will benefit or suffer sconanaauane as it 
may be curtailed or’protracted. There 
are, however, fortunately, grounds for 
believing that the work of tariff revision 
upon the present occasion will be car- 
ried out with less than the usual degree 
of partisan activity. 


Hexvy Selling Throughout Week. 
“Throughout the week in the stock 


market houses with foreign connections 
have been unusually heavy sellers of 
securities in the local dealings. Accord- 
ing to the consensus of opinion in bank- 
ing circles, the- operations of this de- 
ecription have, however, been of a 
somewhat fictitious charatter, inasmucl) 
as it is believed that the selling osten- 
sibly for foreign account originated in 
large measure on this side of the At- 
lantic. 

“London's buying and selling opera- 
tions in the New York market invaria- 
bly create a considerable impression up- 
on speculative sentiment, although they 
no longer possess the significance or are 
upon the same scale us of ten or fif- 
teen years ago. At the same time, 
about the first question that a specu- 
lator in stocks asks upon arriving at 
his broker's office is with regard to the 
tone of American shares in London. 

“That a fair proportion of the ostensi- 
ble foreign selling of American securi- 
ties did originate abroad is, however, 
evidenced in the steady advance in the 
rates for sterling exchange throughout 
the week. The European markets had, 
however, an additional source of dis- 
quietude other than the break in the 
New York stock market in the unsettled 
political condition in Seutheastern Eu- 
rope. From time immemorial, from the 
Wall street point of view, the so-called 
Balkan situation has been a recurrent 
menace to the stability of European 
markets, and there is small promise of 
an early relief in this respect. 

Still, the general situation in that re- 
gard, in the light of the reduced Eu- 
ropean speculative communities in Amer- 
ican securities affords no sound reasons 
why the New York stock market should 
suffer tremors upon each fresh develop- 
ment in the rather theatrical shifts in 
the politicat situation tn the Balkans. 


Money Market Unaffected.
